1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references teach or suggest a motivation for the reaction of the chloroformate 
of formula 3 with the hydroxybenzene or its derivatives or its salt in water. 

Steichen et al. (US 5,705,091 ), the closest prior art, discloses a process for 
making the following compound. 



R — C —OtcagBaQU— C -L 

However, the process of Steichen et al. as disclosed in Example 1, reacts their 
chloroformate compound with sodium 4-hydroxylbenzenesulfonate in the presence of 
CH3CN (acetonitrile), and cooled to 0°in the presence of argon. Pyridine was added 
and after 3 hours 1 2 g of the above product was collected. After working up the 
reaction by evaporation of the CH3CN, the addition of ethyl acetate then extraction of 
the ethyl acetate solution with H2S04, drying with MgS04, dissolving in methanol and 
NaHC03, concentrating and another addition of ethyl acetate; Steichen et al. collected 
an additional 43 g of product. The total amount of product obtained was 55 g or 50%. 
While, Applicant's claimed process, as exemplified in step (C) on page 9 of the 
specification, produced 109.43 g (about 94%) of product without the use of acetonitrile 
as a solvent and without the additional workup with ethyl acetate and methanol. 
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Furthermore, even though there is a general disclosure of water miscible 
solvents, Applicant's yield using only a water solvent is unexpected.
